A.  Walkem  1 TITHEREAS  the  meeting  of  the 
Attorney-General.,  \ tV  Legislature  or  Piirliainent  of 
the  Province  of  Britisli  Columbia,  stands  called  for 
Monday  the  Seventli  day  of  July  next,  at  whicli 
time,  at  Onr  City  of  Victoria,  you  were  lield  and  con- 
strained to  appear: 

NOW  KNOW  YE  that  for  divers  causes  and  con- 
siderations, and  taking  into  consideration  tlio  case 
and  convenience  of  Our  loving  subjects.  We  have 
thought  fit,  by  and  Avith  tlio  advice  of  Our  Executive 
Council  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  to  re- 
lieve you,  and  each  of  you,  of  your  aUendance  at  the 
time  aforesaid;  hereliy  convoking,  and  liy  these  pre- 
sents enjoining  you,  and  each  of  you,  tliat  on  MON- 
DAY, the  TWENTY-FIFTH  day  of  the  month  of 
AUGUST  next  you  meet  ns  in  our  Iiegislatufe,  or 
Parliament,  of  the  said  Province,  at  ’Our  City  of 
Victoria,  and  therein  to  do  as  may  seem  necessary. 
Herein  fail  not. 


To  all  to  wliom  these  presents  shall  come, — Giieetinq. 

Geo.  A.  Walkem,  1 TT^'IIEREAS  by  Section  4 of 
Attorney-General . j VV  “ The  Municipality  Act, 
18'(2,”  it  is  provided,  lliat — “The  Licutcniint-Gov- 
“ ernor  in  Council,  by  Letters  Patent,  under  tlie 
“ Public  Seal  of  the  Province,  and  upon  the  Petition 
“ of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  male  freeholders,  lionse- 
“ holders,  free  miners,  pre-emptors,  and  leaseholders 
“ for  a term  of  not  less  than  two  years,  being  respec- 
“ lively  of  tlie  full  age  ot  twenty-one  years,  and 
“resident  in  aii}'  locality,  in  wliicli  locality  there 
“shall  1)0  not  less  than  thirty  male  residents,  as 
“aforesaid,  shall  incorporate  such  localit3'  as  a 
“ Mniuei|)ality 

And  whereas  a Petition  iias  been  addressed  to  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  as  aforesaid,  by 
two-tliirds  of  tlie  male  freelioldcrs,  householders,  free 
miners,  iP  any,  pre-emptois,  and  leaseholders,  as 
aforesaid,  of  tlie  Districts  oif  Cowichan  North  and 
Cliemainns,  being  respcctivcl}-  of  the  full  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  resident  in  tlie  said  Districts, 
in  wliicli  locality  tliere  Are  thirO’  male  residents  as 
aforesaid,  praying  tliattbo  said  Districts  of  Cowichan 
Nortli  and  Cliemainns  may  bo  incorporated  as  a 
Munie.iiiality  ; 

And  whereas  Joseph  William  Trutch,  as  such 
Lieiilenant-Govcrnor  in  Council  as  aforesaid,  under 
and  liy  virtue  of  tlie  powers  and  authorities  conferred 
upon  him  in  Council  as  aforesaid,  by  “The  Munici- 
pality .Act,  1872,’’  and  “ The  Municipalitj’  Act 
Amendment  Act,  1873,’’  and  of  all  other  powers  and 
authorities  liim,  as  aforesaid,  in  tliat  behalf  enabling, 
baili  ordered  and  proclaimed  that  all  that  piece  of 
land  known  as  the  Districts  of  Cowichan  North  and 
Cliemainns,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  should,  from 
and  after  the  Eighteentli  day  of  June,  instant,  be 
incorporated  as  a Municipality,  under  the  said  Act, 
and  under  ilie  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or 
referred  to. 

NOW  KNO  W YE,  that  by  these  presents,  We  do 
hereby  order  uul  proclaim  that  the  said  piece  of  land, 
and  tlie  inhal.itants  thereof,  shall,  from  and  after  the 
date  hereof,  bo  incorporated  as  a Municipality,  under 
the  said  Acts,  and  under  the  provisions  hereinafter 
contained  or  referred  to. 
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The  Siiicl  .Municipality  shall  be  called  and  hnown 
by  the  name  and  style  of  “The  Corporation  of  the 
District  of  North  Cowichan.’’ 

The  said  .Municipaliiy  shall  comprise  all  that  i)ieco 
■or  parcel  of  land  known  as  the  District  of  Cowidian 
North,  and  the  District  of  Chcmaiiuis. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  Seven  Councillors, 
and  the  whole  number  present  at  each  meeting  thereof 
shall  not  be  less  than  four. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  of  Councillors 
shall  be  on  the  Tth  day  of  July,  ne.\t,  at  12  o’clock, 
noon,  and  the  election,  in  case  a poll  sliall  be  deman- 
ded, shall  be  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  next,  and  shall 
continue  for  one  day  only,  and  the  poll  shall  be  kept 
open  between  the  hours  of  9 a.m.  and  .5  i*.^r.,  and 
William  Smithe,  Escpiire,  shall  be  the  Returning 
Officer  thereat. 

The  nomination  shall  take  place,  and  the  poll,  if 
any,  shall  be  held  at  the  Court  House. 

Ten  da3'3’ notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomin- 
ation and  holding  of  the  poll  shall  be  given  by  the 
said  Returning  Ollicer ; such  notice  to  be  posted 
during  that  jieriod  on  the  outer  door  of  the  Court 
House,  and  the  Landing  places  at  -Maple  Ihi}’-  and 
Chemainus. 

Ever\-  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  seven 
voles,  being  one  for  each  Councillor  to  be  elected, 
but  he  ma_v  vote  for  an^’  less  number  than  seven. 
Provided,  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than 
one  vote  in  favor  of  any  one  Candidate,  or  vote  on 
more  than  one  occasion.  And  in  the  event  of  the 
number  of  votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for 
any  two  or  more  Candidates,  one  or  more  of  whom, 
but  not  all  of  such  Candidates,  being  by  the  state  of 
the  poll  entitled  to  be  declared  elected,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  by  a casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case 
may  be,  decide  which  of  the  Candidates  for  whom 
the  votes  may  bo  eciual  shall  be  elected.  Provided, 
that  the  said  RtUiruing  Officer  shall  not  vote  except 
in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

All  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  Election  shall 
be  borne  by  the  Candidates  in  equal  proportion  ; such 
expenses  shall  not  exceed  in  the  whole  One  hundred 
dollars. 

The  Candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Municipal 
Councillors. 

The  voting  for  Councillors  shall  be  open,  and  no 
one  shall  vote  by  proxj'. 

If  the  Worden,  or  any  of  the  Municipal  Councillors, 
or  any  person  on  his  or  their  behalf,  or  any  person  in 
partnership  with  him  or  them,  sha.ll  enter  into  or 
obtain  any  interest,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  con- 
tract entered  into  b}^  or  with  the  Corporation,  such 
Warden  or  Municipal  Councillor  having  any  interest 
in  an}  contract,  or  having  become  disciualified  as 
aforesaid,  shall  immediately  be  disqualified  from 
continuing  to  be  Warden  or  Municipal  Councillor,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

Provided,  always,  that  if  any  Warden  or  Municipal 
Councillor,  or  either  of  them,  shall  vote  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Municipal  Council,  or  shall  not  resign  his 
office  within  the  space  of  one  calendar  month  from 
the  time  when  he  shall  have  entered  into  or  obtained 
any  interest  in  any  such  contract  as  aforesaid,  such 
Warden  or  Municipal  Councillor  shall  forfeit  to  the 
Corporation  a sum  of  Tw'o  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
and  as  to  the  said  sum,  the  same  ma_y  oc  recovered 
by  action,  to  be  brought  in  the  iiu.me  ot  "The  Cor- 
poration of  the  District  of  North  Cowichan  ; ” but  all 
votes  given  under  such  circumstances  shall  be  valid. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  d..y  of  nom- 
ination, at  noon,  nominate  such  jici  ■ ■■  ■ as  shall  be 
put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf,  ’ey  some  duly  quali- 
fied voter,  as  Candidates  for  the  office,  as  prescribed 
by  “ The  Municipality  Act,  1872,”  and  “The  Muni- 
cipality Act  Amendment  Act,  187.8,”  show ot hands 
shall  then  take  place,  and  the  Relnr  .ng  Officer  shall 
thereupon  declare  which  of  the  i iidates  has  or 
have  been  elected  by  the  show  of  h .ids. 

Any  Candidate,  or  voter  on  bis  b.  half,  may  there- 
upon demand  a poll,  which  shall  be  taken  on  the  d.ay 
of  polling,  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  within 
twenty- four  hours  after  the  close  of  the  poll,  publicly 
declare  the  number  polled  for  each  Candidate,  and 
who  has  or  have  been  elected  by  the  greatest  number 
of  votes. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the 
poll,  shall  retain  the  poll  books  until  a Clerk  shall  be 
duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith  deliver 
the  same ; and  such  Returning  Officer  or  Clerk, 
respectively,  shall  permit  any  reasonable  inspection 
thereof  by  any  duly  qualified  voter,  and,  if  required, 


furnish  a certified  copy  thereof,  upon  payment  of 
twenty-five  cents  per  hundred  words. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  preseutetl  himself  for 
nomination,  and  who  shall  have  been  elected  a .Muni- 
cipal Councillor,  must  serve,  or  in  default  pay  a sum 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  towards  the  iMunici- 
pa!  Revenue  ; such  snm,  with  costs,  to  be  recoverable 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  .Municipal  Coniicil,  summarily, 
before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  aforesaid. 

In  case  of  the  death,  bankruptcy,  insolvency,  resig- 
nation, or  jiermanent  absence  for  the  space  of  three 
■onsecutive  calendar  months  from  the  Municipality 
of  the  Warden  for  the  time  being,  or  in  case  the  War- 
den shall  decline  to  accept  office,  the  Municipal  Coun- 
cillor who  shall  be  selected  by  the  Municipal  Council 
for  that  purpose,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
.Municipal  Council,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
duties,  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities  and  responsibilities  which  the  Warden 
would  have  had,  and  been  subject  to,  if  presiding, 
until  the  next  day  of  election. 

In  case  of  the  death,  bankruptcy,  insolvency,  resig- 
nation or  permanent  absence  from  the  Municipality 
for  the  spae.‘  of  three  calendar  months,  of  any  one  or 
more  Councillors,  or  in  case  of  a .Municipal  Councillor 
filling  such  vacancy  in  the  offie  of  Warden,  the  War- 
den shall  by  writing  call  on  the  Returning  Officer  to 
cause  some  duly  qualified  person  to  be  elected  in  the 
stead  of  the  vacating  Councillor,  by  some  day,  not 
sooner  than  twenty-one  days  from  the  date  of  the  said 
notice  ; and  such  election  shall  take  place  according- 
ly, and  such  Councillor  shall  act  for  the  residue  of 
the  term  for  vvhich  such  Councillor  so  dead,  bank- 
rupt, insolvent,  absent,  or  resigned,  would  have  held 
the  same. 

The  Warden  shall,  within  ten  days  from  such  va- 
cancy, fix  the  day  for  the  nomination  and  election  of 
such  new  .Municipal  Councillor  or  Councillors,  and 
the  nomination  and  polling  shall  be  held  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

The  validity  of  all  contested  elections  shall  be  tried 
before  any  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  manner 
following: — Any  voter  or  candidate  may  present  a 
petition  to  the  said  Supreme  Court,  praying  that  the 
election  of  any  .Municipal  Councillor  may  be  avoided, 
on  either  of  the  following  grounds: — by  reason  of 
bribery,  intimidation,  or  undue  influence;  by  reason 
of  such  Municipal  Councillor  not  having  obtained  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  duly  qualified  electors; 
by  reason  of  such  Municipal  Councillor  not  possess- 
ing the  requisite  qualification,  or  being  under  some 
disqualification  as  aforesaid. 

The  petitioner  shall,  in  each  case,  give  such 
security  for  costs  as  the  Court  shall  direct. 

The  order  of  the  Judge  on  the  said  petition  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive,  and  may  contain  all  necessary 
directions  for  the  holding  new  elections,  or  otherwise, 
as  may  be  requisite. 

Such  Judge  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  rules  for 
regulating  the  trial  of  such  petitions,  and  the  matters 
and  things  connected  therewith. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on 
the  15th  day  of  July,  next,  at  the  Court  House 
Cowichan  North,  at  3 p.  m. 

The  Municipal  Council  shall  hold  its  ordinary  meet- 
ings openly,  and  no  person  shall  be  excluded  except 
for  improper  conduct.  A special  meeting  may  be 
open  or  closed,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal 
Council,  expressed  by  resolution  in  writing,  the  pub- 
lic interests  require 

All  acts,  whatsoever,  authorised  or  required  by 
virtue  of  “ The  .Municipality Act  1872,”  and  “The 
Municipality  Act  Amendment  Act  1873,”  to  be  done 
by  the  .M unicipal  Council  and  all  questions  of  adjourn- 
ment and  others  that  may  come  before  the  Municipal 
Council  may,  save  where  otherwise  expressed,  be  done 
and  decided  by  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Municipal  Council  who  shall  be  present  at  any  meet- 
ing held  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act,  or  these  Letters 
Patent,  the  whole  number  of  members  present  at  such 
meeting  not  being  less  than  four;  at  such  meeting, 
the  Warden,  if  present,  shall  preside,  and  the  Warden 
(or  in  the  absence  of  the  Warden  such  Municipal 
Councillor  as  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Council 
then  assembled  shall  choose  to  be  the  Chairman  of 
that  meeting)  shall  have  a casting  vote  in  all  cases  of 
equality  of  votes  ; the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
all  such  meetings  shall  be  drawn  up  and  fairly  en- 
tered into  a book  to  bo  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Warden  or  Municipal  Council- 
lor presiding  at  such  meeting  ; and  the  said  minutes 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  person,  who 
may  make  copies  thereof  and  extracts  therefrom,  at 
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all  reasoiKible  tiinus,  on  iiiiyuifiit,  I'.icli  time,  ol' a fee 
of  twenty-live  eenls 

Previous  to  the  introihu  tion  of  any  business,  re- 
ferring to  the  exjienilituro  of  any  moueys,  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Mnnivipal  ('oumhl,  a notice  in  writing 
of  any  business  proposeil  to  be  brought  forward  by 
any  ineinber,  sliall  be  publicly  exhibited  for  twenty- 
four  hours  previously  to  Mich  meeting,  in  some  public 
place  to  be  agreed  14)011  by  the  Miiiiicipal  Council. 

Previous  to  any  meeting  of'tlie  .Municipal  Council, 
other  than  adjourned  meetings,  a notice  of  the  tine 
and  place  of  such  intended  meeting  sliall  be  giv.  1, 
three  days  at  least  before  such  meeting,  by  fixing  a 
copy  of  the  said  notice  at  the  .Municipal  Council 
Chambers  ; and  such  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Warden,  who  shall  have  [lower  to  call  a meeting  ot 
the  .Muiiici[ial  Council  as  often  as  he  shall  think 
proper. 

In  case  the  Warden  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  call 
a meeting  within  three  da^'s  after  a rei|uisiliou  for 
that  [inrpose,  signed  by  three  members  of  the  .Aluni- 
cipal  Councii,  at  the  least,  shall  have  been  presented 
to  him,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  three  members 
to  call  a meeting  of  the  Municipal  Council,  by  giving 
such  notice  as  is  hereinafter  declared  in  that  behalf  ; 
such  notice  to  be  signed  by  the  said  three  members, 
instead  of  the  Warden,  and  stating  therein  the  busi- 
ness [iroposed  to  lie  tran.-acted  at  such  meeting  ; and 
in  every  case  a summons  to  attend  the  ilunicipal 
Council,  specifying  the  business  proposed  to  be  trans- 
acted at  such  meeting,  signed  by  the  Warden,  or  the 
members,  as  the  case  ni.iy  be,  shall  be  left  at  the 
usual  places  of  abode  of  every  member  of  the  Munici- 
pal Council,  or  at  the  [ircmises  in  tlie  Municipality 
where  he  resides,  three  clear  days  at  least  before  such 
meeting;  and  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  such 
meeting  other  than  the  business  which  is  specified  in 
the  notice. 

The  .Municipal  Council  may,  ontof  their  own  body, 
from  time  to  time,  appoint  such  and  so  many  Com- 
mittees, and  consisting  of  such  members  as  they  may 
think  fit,  for  any  [lurposes  which,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Municipal  Council,  would  be  better  regulated  and 
managed  by,  iheans  of  such  Committees  ; but  all  pro- 
ceedings of  such  Committees  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Municipal  Council. 

Every  By-Law  shall  be  passed  by  the  vote  or  reso- 
lution of  at  least  three  members  of  the  -Municipal 
Coun  -il,  and  at  a meeting  wnere  at  least  four  mem- 
bers of  the  Municipal  Council  shall  be  present. 

A copy  of  every  By-Law  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Governor  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council, 
within  one  month  after  the  final  passage  of  the  same, 
signed  by  the  said  Clerk,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Warden  or  presiding  Municipal  Councillor,  and  sealed 
with  the  Corporate  Seal. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  Councillors 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  Chairman, 
and  to  be  designated  as  Warden  of  North  Cowichan, 
and  his  powers,  privileges  and  duties,  save  as  altered 
by,  or  inconsistent  with,  these  Letters  Patent,  shall 
be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  “The  Municipality 
Act,  1872.”  and  “ The  Municipality  Act  Amendment 
Act,  1873.” 

At  such  first  meeting,  or  ns  soon  thereafter  as  pos- 
sible, the  Council  may  appoint  a Clerk,  Treasurer, 
Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  who  shall  hoiu  oince  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  icceive  such  remunera- 
tion as  the  Council  may  by  By-Law  appoint.

WHEREAS  by  an  Order  in  routicil  dated  the  7th 
day  of  June,  1873,  of  the  Honorable  Ihe  Privy 
Council  of  Canada,  it  has  been  decided  “ that  Esqui- 
“ malt,  in  Vancouver  Island,  be  fixed  as  the  Terminus 


“ of  Ihe  Caiiiidian  Pacific  I!ailwa3',  and  that  a line  of 
“ Railway  be  located  between  the  Harbour  of  Es([ui- 
“ malt  and  Se^-mour  Narrows,  on  the  said  Island;” 
and  whereas  in  accordance  with  the  Terms  of  the
